Paul Kirby, 46, a Navy in­ 
spector at Marinette Marine 
Corp., Marinette, had his first 
mishap in years of flying at 
12:15 p.m. Sunday when his 
Mooney 180 light airplane fail­ 
ed to lock its retractable land­ 
ing wheels in landing on the 
north-south runway at Esca­ 
naba Airport. 


The 
wheels 
retracted on 
touchdown, the plane skidded 
400 feet down the runway on 
its belly to a stop and Kirby, 
of 807 Terrace Ave., Marinette, 
and his Civil Air Patrol ob­ 
servor, Eugene Pittman, 1509 
1st St., Menominee, hopped out 
one minute before the plance 
caught fire and was destroyed. 


The Escanaba Fire Depart­ 
ment extinguished the blaze, 
but it consumed the metal skin 
of the forward fuselage and 
damaged the wings. Kirby said 
that his plane was substantial­ 
ly destroyed. He said $7,000 of 
the loss was covered by insur­ 
ance, but that the instruments 
and some other parts weren’t 
covered. 


Kirby started flying in 1936 
and took it up again in recent 
years. He had had his Mooney 
plane only a few weeks but 
had been to Texas and else­ 
where in it. He has flown al­ 
most 1,500 hours he said. 


Neither he nor Pittman was 
injured in the mishap. 


Kirby was flying a Civil Air 
Patrol mission to Efccanaba, as 
he had on Saturday. He was 
flying in company with a CAP 
plane (Aeronca Chief) piloted 
by Tom Seratsky, 2514 13th St., 
Menominee, who had George 
Martinson, 610 Main St., Mar­ 
inette as his observor. 


The planes were close to­ 
gether in landing and Zeratsky 
said he saw that Kirby was in 
trouble with his belly landing 
on the runway and that he

alongside the Mooney on the 
turf beside the paved runway. 


Kirby and Pitman exited so 
hastily that they did not re­ 
cover their charts and other 
records until after the fire had 
been extinguished.

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Justice At Detroit 


Justice is one of tlie most exalted of liuman 
achievements. Tt is also one of tlie most difficult. 


We have just experienced in ^licliigan its test in 
the effort of the law to cope with mass disorder and in­ 
surrection in the Detroit rioting. 


There is some tiirnish showinfr in both the policinjf 
quarters (along with a great deal of heroism and de­ 
votion to duty) and the courts. Tt is with the latter that 
we’i*e concerned in this editorial. 


The courts and the public influence each other 
strongly, but they have senarate and distinct views of 
justice. It is true as Mr. Dooley said that the supreme 
court follows the election returns, but this is as it 
should be in some ways, because the law should reflect 
public opinion, but tempered by experience and freed 
from compulsions.

We have had in this country some trends in tlie 
that the public regards as unhealthy. They include the 
tendency of our Sunreme Court to go beyond legisla­ 
tive intent in interpretins' legislation, and the carrying 
the court’s concept of civil and esoeciaMv oersonal 
rights to a point of protection that makes policing much 
more difficult. 


Tn the South the court is accused of prime respon­ 
sibility for the great advance in knocking down race 
barriers. What the court did was to insist — gradually 
— that our basic federal charter and leirislation mean 
what they say they mean about the equality of citizens. 


It is vapid to think tliat the court is against the 
public interest, but some critics attempt to make it 
seem so. They think that the court’s position on racism, 
for instance, works acrainst public peace an<^ order. It 
does, but justice should come before tranquility.

Michigan’s 1967 duck season 
is set for Oct. 9-Nov. 17, five 
days shorter than a year ago, 
and goose shooting regulations 
matches, last fall’s.

loting. bear an outline map of 
South Vietnam and tlie national 
flag. Put together, this is sup­ 
posed 
to 
symbolize 
nation- 
building, democracy and social 
improvement. 


Tile syinbol of tiie leading ci­ 
vilian ticket, made up of Tran 
Van Huong and Mai Ttio Truy- 
en. is a sower of rice seed. TTiis 
is said to represent a call for 
restoration of national wder, ef­ 
forts to bring peace and build 
an "equal and bright society.” 


Other 
election 
symbols 
in­ 
clude a white dove fbr unity, 
prosperity and peace: a torch 
for democracy and respect of 
national laws; a white lotus and 
a black incense burner, mean­ 
ing “pity and justice, the coun­ 
try' pacified and happiness fbr 
everyone.”

On Oct. 1, starting time for 
the goose opener in Northern 
Michigan will be 11 a.m., E.D.T. 
Throughout the state, that aame 
morning hour will be the magic 
moment for opening fire Oct. 
9 on all migratory birds but 
woodcock, which may be taken 
earlier. 


Bonus shooting patterned ex­ 
actly after last fall will be 
offered for duck hunters on 
American, 
red-breasted, 
and 
hooded mergansers. As an ex­ 
tra to basic duck limits, the 
quota on these birds will be 
five per day and 10 in posses­ 
sion. 


As in 1966, hunters may in- 
I elude only one hooded mer­ 
ganser in the daily bag. Pos­ 
session limit on this species is 
two. 


Motor Rule 


As a new safely measure, 
hunters sneak shooting on the 
Great Lakes will only have to
